Whereas the undersigned has received a petition from all 
the banking houses, asking that the twenty-second day of 
March, nineteen hundred and thirteen, be declared a public 
holiday; and 

Whereas the banking houses signing said petition have 
agreed that negotiable paper which would be payable on the 
twenty-second of March, nineteen hundred and thirteen, if 
the same were not a holiday, shall not be protested until 
sunset of March twenty-fourth, nineteen hundred and thir- 
teen, and that they will receive moneys from the business 
community on said twenty-second day of March for safe- 
keeping, providing that such moneys shall not be taken up 
on the banks’ accounts until the twenty-fourth day of March; 
and it appearing to the Executive that the twentieth and 
twenty-first of March, nineteen hundred and thirteen, are 
public holidays, and that said twenty-second day of March 
can be declared a public holiday to the great advantage of 
the banking and importing and exporting houses, and of the 
public in general, and that retail establishments may keep 
open and transact business, should they so desire:

the downstream limit of the Angat River Reserve, as created 
and described in Executive Order Numbered Thirty-three, 
series of nineteen hundred and four.

“The season is at hand in which it has been 0 u r j 
respected custom as a people to turn in praise and than^f 
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giving to Almighty God for His manifold mercies and bless- 
ln gs to us as a nation. The year that has just passed has 
been marked in a peculiar degree by a manifest of His 
gracious and beneficent providence. We have not only had 
peace throughout our own borders and with the nations of 
the world but that peace has been brightened by constantly 
multiplying evidences of genuine friendship, of mutual sym- 
pathy and understanding, and of the happy operation of 
many elevating influences both of ideal and practice. The 
nation has not only been prosperous, but has proved its 
capacity to take calm counsel amidst the rapid movement 
°f affairs and deal with its own life in a spirit of candor, 
righteousness and comity. We have seen practical comple- 
tion of a great work at the Isthmus of Panama which not 
only exemplifies the nation’s abundant resources to accom- 
plish what it will and the distinguished skill and capacity 
of its public servants, but also promises the beginning of 
a new age, of new contracts, new neighborhoods, new sym- 
pathies, new bonds and new achievements of cooperation and 
peace.

Whereas, section thirteen of the Act of Congress approved 
July first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled “An Act 
temporarily to provide for the administration of the affairs 
of civil government in the Philippine Islands, and for other 
purposes,” provides as follows: 

“That the Government of the Philippine Islands, subject 
to the provisions of this Act and except as herein provided, 
shall classify according to its agricultural character and 
productiveness, and shall immediately make rules and regu- 
lations for the lease, sale, or other disposition of the pub- 
lic lands other than timber or mineral lands, but such rules 
and regulations shall not go into effect or have the force 
of law^until they have received the approval of the Pres- 
ident, and when approved by the President they shall be 
submitted by him to Congress at the beginning of the next 
ensuing session thereof, and unless disapproved or amended 
by Congress at said session they shall at the close of such 
period have the force and effect of law in the Philippine 
Islands: Provided , That a single homestead entry shall not 
exceed sixteen hectaies in extent. 

And whereas section two of Act Numbered Twenty-two 
hundred and twenty-two of the Philippine Legislature, en- 
titled “An Act further to amend section thirty-three, chapter 
four of Act Numbered Nine hundred and twenty-six, entitled 
'The Public Land Act/ as amended, by providing for the 
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granting of free patents to native settlers until January 
first, nineteen hundred and twenty-three,” provides as follows : 

“As soon as this Act shall have been approved by the 
President of the United States and shall have received the 
express or implied sanction of Congress, as provided for in 
section thirteen of the Act of Congress approved on July 
first, nineteen hundred and two, entitled ‘An Act temporarily 
to provide for the administration of the affairs of civil 
government in the Philippine Islands, and for other purposes/ 
these facts shall be published by proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor-General of the Islands, and this Act shall take effect 
on the date of such proclamation:” 

Now, therefore, I, Francis Burton Harrison, Governor- 
General of the Philippine Islands, in pursuance of the provi- 
sions of said sections and Acts, do hereby proclaim the fact 
that the President of the United States on June sixth, 
nineteen hundred and thirteen, approved the said Act Num- 
bered Twenty-two hundred and twenty-two of the Philip- 
pine Legislature, entitled “An Act further to amend section 
thirty-three, chapter four of Act Numbered Nine hundred 
and twenty-six, entitled ‘The Public Land Act/ as amended, 
by providing for the granting of free patents to native set- 
tlers until January first, nineteen hundred and twenty-three”; 
that the same was submitted by the President of the United 
States to the United States Congress on June thirteenth, 
nineteen hundred and thirteen, and that said session of Con- 
gress adjourned without disapproving or amending the same. 
Said Act Numbered Twenty-two hundred and twenty-two 
therefore takes effect on the eighth day of December, nine- 
teen hundred and thirteen, the date of this proclamation.
